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HEAVY TRACK AT m\W EXCELLENT RACING OF THE PORTER 



Rain of Early Morning Changes PLAYS THE STAR PART /A THE E. B. McLEAN STABLE 

Going at Oriental Park. AND NUMBERS SUCH AS SIR BARTON, CUDGEL, 

LUCULLITE AND BILLY KELLY AS VIC- 
TIMS OF HIS SUPERIOR SPEED 



A liberal purchaser of young bloodstock, E. R. McLean, has never reaped in racing up to the measure 
of his outlay. However, any owner who has one jewel of a rare horse can and, as a rule, does view the 
shortcomings of the others in his stable philosophically. In The Porter Mr. McLean possessed that kind 
of a race horse. This high-class son of Sweep was usually in comiietitinn with the best of our handicap 
Itorses, and right worthily did he comport himself. He was in especially good form in the Maryland 
autumn campaign, in the course of which in one race and another he defeated such stars as Sir Barton, 
Cudgel. Lucullite and Billy Kelly, to say nothing of lesser lights. All track and conditions of trucks were 
alike to him, but he showed at his best on a fast track, where he could give his great speed full play. 
An example was furnished at Laurel when, with 12. r > pounds on his back to 128 on Cudgel and 107 on 
Fairy Wand, lie defeated them easily at a mile in 1:37%. beating Cudgel by four lengths and making a 
new track record. In winning the $7,500 Laurel Stakes over a muddy track he carried 123 pounds and 
won by eight lengths, simply running away from Billy Kelly, 118; Sun Briar. 123; Lucullite. 123: On 
Watch, 100. and Fairy Wand, 120. the mile in 1:41 being a notable achievement in view of the track con- 
ditions. The veteran. Leoehares. was by no means dead weight in the stable and, in taking $8,159. ranked 
next to The Porter as a money gatherer. Mint Cat was meant by nature to lie a good race horse, but 
infirm legs made it difficult to prepare him properly for racing. Under such a handicap this well-bred 
colt really did better than was rightfully to be expected from him. The record of the McLean stable, 
which was raced in the name of its trainer, J. F. Schorr, was as follow’s:

Victory of Meeting. 



HAVANA, Cuba, December 22.— Heavy showers 
fell this morning at Marianao and made the footing 
at Oriental Park heavy. The changed going was 
res|»ontdt)le for the withdrawal of Marse John and 
Iolite in the three-quarters of a mile handicap, the 
main race of the day. This left only three starters, 
and Ruby, tiie odds -on favorite, won as she pleased 
after setting a terrific pats* and leading by a wide 
gup all the way. 

Ilespite the change in the weather a goodly 
sized crowd was present to witness the first Mon- 
day’s racing of the season. 

The field in the owning race w’os dispatched 
without Fastep, which was one of the carded 
starters. The filly ran aw’ay a mile and a half 
after Ids saddle girth broke. After the race the 
Stewards announced jockey Gargan’s suspension 
for fifteen days for lieating Fastep over the heat) 
with his whip. lie also struck her iu the paddock, 
and was cautioned not to do it again when he dis- 
mounted lifter the filly run iiway. He again lieat 
her eruelly. C.argan was warned that a repetition 
would cost him his jockey license. 

Hops found no serious opjHisitioii iu the second 
race and showed the way from start to finish, 
with Mike Dixon in nearest but unvailing pursuit. 

Ji: the third race 11. Lamer was substituted cn 
Bianca in ph«<*«* of Crump, win* could not t.iikc 
11 m* weight. Lanier rode a powerful finish on the 
filly. Sh * overhauled Bars and Stars in the last 
sixteenth and outgnmed him in a grueling drive, 
getting up in the last few strides. 

Meeting considerable interference and bad racing 
luck did not deter the stout-hearted Gold Stone, the 
Umensetter three-year-old accounting for the fifth 
rare in a manner that pleased bis many admirers. 

The consistent Buck Nail won Ills fourth victory 
of the meeting when lie galloped home a winner 
in the sixth race. Buck Nail was well ridden and 
kept under reserve for the first five-eighths, then 
moved up on the far turn and successfully resisted 
the best efforts of Baby Cal. 

M. K. Thompson lost Freeinantle. G. M. Ridge 
claimed him out of tlie fifth race Sunday for $N00. 

Frank McGinty purchased Plantarede from W. 
Hickman. The horse started in the colors of his 
new owner in the fifth race today. 

F. McCollum, who has been in charge of the 
stable of M. E. Thompson, departed this after- 
noon for Sun Francisco, Cal. 

H. G. Woods purchased C. E. Wright’s interest 
in the two-year-old Polar Cub. Sureget will race 
in future in the name and colors of Mr. Woods. 

Jockey kuppleman was susjiended for ten days 
for interfering with Gold Stone when tlie latter 
attempted to come through on the inside at the 
turn out of tlie backstretch in the fifth race. 

Earl Linnell lias taken charge of the horses 
belonging to L. Bloom. 



ARTILLERYMAN AND RICHMOND MAIN 



SYDNEY, N. S W., November 10.— The Austra- 
lian three -year -olds Artilleryman and Richmond 
Main have already established themselves as great 
4 *ol ts and rivals. Their battles arc reminiscent of 
those ill 1HN7 lietween James White’s champion. 
Aliercoin. and Tlie Australian Peer. They have met 
six times in races. Iu the first, iu tlie Rosehill 
Guineas. Artilleryman was third and Richmond 
Main fifth. Then came the great struggle iu the 
Australian Jockey Club Derby, in which the judge 
could not separate them. The third meeting was 
in the Caulfield Guineas, which Artilleryman won, 
with Richmond Main third. Then tlie Victoria 
Derby was won by Richmond Main, with Artillery- 
man ' second. In the Victoria Derby Artilleryman 
won from Richmond Main, though this time there 
was a bigger gap lietween them, witli the time a 
record for tin* great race.

Cup rare, each at 10 to 1 in tin* betting, ami 
Artillervmaii won by six lengths from Richmond 
Main, lie a half length before elderly Two Blues.

OWNERS’ IDEAS OFTEN HINDER TRAINER 



Owners’ ideas as to lmw horses should Ik* treated 
in raws often mean trouble for those who train 
them. Some horses do not require either whip or 
spur, but with others tlie use of laith is necessary. 
Touching on this an English writer cites the case 
of the late James Ryan, a well-known Newmarket 
trainer, who. among other imiMirtunt winners, pre- 
pared Rpringfiold, says that the late Mr. H. J. 
llonldswortli. for whom Ryan trained nearly fifty 
years, was op|N»sed to liotli whip and spur. In 
consequent** some of Mr. 1 loti Uls worth's horses 
simply loafed in their races, and then, when they 
went into other ownership, where punishment was 
not barred, showed vastly improved form. This 
occasionally caused Ryan’s ability a< a trainer to Ik* 
questioned by those who were unaware of the dis- 
advantage under which he labored ill having to 
treat all Mr. Hoiildswi»rth’s homes in tin* same 
fashion, whether they were sluggards or free goers.

OPTIMISTIC OVER CANADIAN RACING 



Removal of War Time Restriction Revives Hopes of 
Resumption of Sport in 1920. 



OTTAWA. Out.. December 22. — War time restric- 
tions in Canada iin|K»sed by order iu council under 
the war measures act cease to be operative on Janu- 
ary 1. These include those on race track betting in 
regard to which conditions as they existed in 1917 are 
restored, but legislation on the matter it is ex- 
pected will be submitted at tin* next session of the 
Dominion parliament. I)r. Rutherford, of the rail- 
way board, is now making an investigation into race 
track betting and his reiioit will probably form the 
basis of legislative action. In the interval there 
may Ik* some betting on the ice tracks. 

There may Ik*, however, some difficulty in restor- 
ing the si>ort in Ontario owing to the presence in the 
government of Hon. W. E. Raney as attorney - 
general. Raney has been a professional reformer 
for some years and is of the opinion that in the 
exalted position he holds i:i the Ontario government 
lie can stop racing in this province by refusing to 
grant licenses for race meetings, even if the Do- 
minion government gives authority for tlie same. 

The racing people an* quite confident that racing 
will be restored under better conditions next year 
than prevailed before 1917. and that the Ontario 
tracks will operate as usual despite Mr. Raney’s 
attitude. 



MRS. LIVINGSTON HORSES AT C0B0URG 



UOBOURG, Ont., December 22. — The first con- 
signment of horses for Pontiac Stock Farm, sent 
here from Rancocas Stock Farm in New’ Jersey, 
arrived a few days ago. Mrs. Livingston a few 
weeks ago disposed of lier property iu New Jersey 
to Sam Hildreth and is making ColMtg the head- 
quarters for her thoroughbreds. 

Thirty -one were in this shipment, including 
Lovetie, the winner of the Toronto Cup, and Pan- 
dorina, which won the four-mile Kentucky Endur- 
ance Stakes at Churchill Downs in 1913; also lldrim 
and other horses famous on tlie race course.

Heiglie. a nephew of Mrs. Herman B. Duryea, and 
will stand at the bead of a stud farm to be estab- 
lished by Mr. Height* at Bel Air. Harford County. 
Maryland. Shannon is a son of Irish Lad — Census 
and was a good race horse during his career on the 
French turf. 

Mr. Heiglie intends to collect mares suitable to 
mate with Shannon and will probably race the prod- 
uce. He is quite a sportsman, bunting to hounds 
and an exceedingly i»opiilar member of clubs and so- 
cial gatherings in Maryland and New York. 



RICHARD CROKER HOME FROM ABROAD 



NEW YORK, N. Y.. December 22.— Richard 
Croker who won the Epsom Derby with Orby in 
1997. has just returned from England on the Car- 
m:t'i!a. Orby died in April. 1918. but bis sons 
and daughters are jierpetuatiiig his fame by valiant 
deeds on tlie turf, so much so that Orby finished 
third in the English stallion list for 1919. twenty- 
cue of Lis progeny winning forty races and $111.- 
200, just a $1,095 less than tlie winuiugs of the 
offspring of Polymelus, second on the list.

NEW ORLEANS, La.. Ilecember 22. — People who 
journeyed to Jefferson Park today, and there was 
a multitude of them, were rewarded by the pleasure 
of witnessing some excellent and well contested rac- 
ing. rircu instance* of weather and track condi- 
tions were favorable, and there was speculation w f 
the heavy order. From the viewpoint of racing the 
third race furnished the most interesting feature 
of the afternoon. This was a dash of a mile for 
two-yenr-olds, and it revealed Captain Hershler 
ill tlie light of probably the liest of his age in 
action here. This son of Thomas C. McDowell’s 
favorite. The Manager, had raced well at Sara- 
toga in good company last summer without win- 

ning. and had won his last previous race here. 
So lie was made a substantially befriended first 
choice today. This preference he amply justified 
by winning all the way with ease and running the 
mile in 1:40%. This feat, although not having 

high weight up. was achieved in such fashion as 
to point to something in the way of future Derby 
pretensions, and lie will Ik* heard from as a good 
tliree-year-oid. unless the form of his race today 
is unsupported by further exhibitions up to the 
same excellent standard. Iiurgoyne was second 
and fan a good rats* himself, but bad no business 
with the winner. 

Tlie unlucky Ynphank and E. R. Bradley’s Bullet 
Proof were warmly supjiorted to win the first 
race, but tlie 15 to 1 outsider. Anticipate, nosed 

Yaphnnk out and lie beat Bullet Proof by a 

similar scanty margin. The Pirate ran a good 
race here and was only another nose away. It was 
a decidedly exciting finish between the four. 

Mumbo Jmnho is reliable for what he can do 
an<l is always knocking around the front in his race. 
He was unlucky in his last previous race, but Bux- 
ton got him away well today ami he won all the 
way. Onico was pressing him hard at the end. 
but he managed to stick it out long enough to win 
by a head. Tlie two were backed to the exclusion 
of all the others. 

The French colt Heroisme proved quite an easy 
winner of the fourth nice at a good price. An- 
other Frenchman. Baigneur. finished second but 
ran erratically iu tlie stretch and, humping Sweep- 
ing Glance, was disqualified and plated last. 
Sweeping Glance getting second place thereby and 
Stickling third. The latter was about tlie hottest 
favorite of tlie day, but was never dangerons. 
getting caught in tlie barrier at the start probably 
having something to do with her poor showing to- 
day. 

An outsider claimed attention in the fifth race 
when Tanlac. at 12 to 1. galloiied home in front 
of ('liarley Ellison’s well meant Little String. Tlie 
latter ran well, and ou his allowing today should 
take a purse liefore long. Don Dodge, at 30 to 1. 
furnished a surprise by leading for a part of the 
way and finishing a hang up third. Capital City 
was the preferred one here, but never threatened. 

Another reverse for favorite backers followed 
when Bengali, at 10 to 1. led all the way and 
outstayed Bajazct in a closely contested finish, with 
Goldcrest Boy a bad third. Prince Henry was the 
favorite here, but was interfered with and knocked 
about and bad a scant chance. Bengali has been 
racing well here and will bo more taken into 
consideration hereafter. 

Another case of overlooking occurred in the last 
race of the day. The western horse Yowell had 
started in three races here, winning two of them 
and finishing second in tlie other. He won again 
at a long price, but it was a close finisli between 
him and Medusa. 

More incidents were crowded in this afternoon’s 
racing than lias been noted during tlie racing here. 
It began with the opener, when the finish was so 
close that none on the outside could judge the 
winner, and the judges’ placing Anticipate in front 
brought out a mild demonstration on the pan of 
tlie supiiorters of*. Yaphank. This objection was 
like a. mild zephyr to the storm that ensued when 
Yowell was placed iu front of Medusa. The lat- 
ter’s backers surrounded the judges’ stand and 
clamored lustily for a change in plaeiug and did 
not desist even after tlie officials hud left the 
judges’ stand. Like in a good many similar cases 
the stewards, who have nothing to do with the 
placing, were the targets of tlie demonstrators. 
The finish between Medusa and Yowell was par- 
ticularly close. Medusa having swerved out through 
the stretch, was on the outer part of the track 
and Yowell near the inner rail. 

Another lively rumpus resulted from the dis- 
qualification which came in the third race when 
Baigneur took a sharp swerve and imiieded Sweeping 
Glance right near tlie end of tlie nice. War- 
rington had the mount on Baigneur and he tried 
liis utmost to prevent the foul, but the horse 
caromed into Sweeping Glance, and Robinson, on 
the latter, claimed that for but taking his mount 
back sharply he would have gone over the fence. 

These were comparatively trifling incidents to 
tlie hap|K*uings attending the sixth race in which 
Prince Henry was again a favorite, Coltiletti had 
tlie mount on him. but any wiuning chances lie 
might have had went glimmering by the action of 
jockey Ridenour, who deliberately took bold of 
Prince Henry’s bridle and retarded liis progress. 
His actions at one stage became so acute that tlie 
diminutive t’oltiletti began a liberal application of 
liis whip on Ridenour’s back and shoulders. Even 
then Ridenour made an effort to retard. Prince 
Henrv. The offending rider was astride Tiajau 
and iie kept pace with Prince Henry for the first 
three- quarters. Wright, on Mab, later became in- 
volved in the roughing and t’oltiletti complained to 
the stewards after the finish, resulting in Wright’s 
suspension for the remainder of tlie meeting and 
Ridenour’s lieens** was revoked. Ridenour at- 
tempted to assault t’oltiletti on their way to tlie 
scales room, but a bandy iiolieemuii took the of- 
fender in tow and after permitting him to don his 
street attire ejected him from lie track.
